Stevenson did not promise that, 
if elected, he would guarantee 
every American citizen retire- 
ment on the standard of living to 
which he had been accustomed. 
But he did pledge himself to work 
to attain that goal. 

Thus, the campaign entered a 
stage of broad and sweeping 
statements with regard to new 
social goals for America. Only 
last night speaking in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., Richard Nixon, the 
Republican vice presidential 
nominee, spoke of the four-day 
work week as an attainable goal 
under Republican auspices. Ste- 
venson sent copies of his working 
paper to all Democratic leaders, 
candidates and members of 
Congress with an expression of 
hope that it might provide “a 
new contribution to talking sense 
to the American people.” 

He said that four years of Re 
publican administration had pro- 
duced ‘‘little-or no action’’ in the 
field of the welfare of older citi- 
zens. :

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GOP Campaign Bill 
Goes to Taxpayers 


Sen. Scott (D-NC) is the _ latest 
Southern congressman to charge that the 
Eisenhower administration is using the 
people’s tax money under the soil bank 
program as a ruthless, political slush 
fund. 

The facts and the charges further will 
enable Adlai Stevenson and Estes Ke- 
fauver to encourage the Republican “truth 
squad” to tell the truth. 

The senator, who is a member of the 
Senate Agriculture ‘Committee, pointed 
out Friday that Iowa (where the Pres- 
ident has been campaigning) is receiving 
54 million dollars or 20 per cent of the 
total of 261 millions available, for the 
nation this year under the program. 

He also revealed that the 11 north 
central corn and wheat belt states are 
to receive about 75 per cent of the en- 
tire amount. 

The small, family-type farms in the 
seven Southeastern states will receive 
about 11 million dollars, a fraction of 
what Iowa alone received. And regard- 
less of the official excuses as to the rea- 
son, parity payments for corn and wheat 
are set higher than for any other crops. 

The agriculture department’s answer, 
of course, is that the soil bank program 
was approved too late to help the cotton 
farmer this year. There will be other 
pious explanations. 

But here is a political maneuver for 
which the Republican National Commit- 
tee will send no check to the Treasury, 
which may indeed buy the great farm 
belt states—if they can be bought. South- 
ern Democrats in Congress were victims 
of political blackmail for it was a matter 
of accepting the soil bank this year or of 
getting no program at all. 

Political planning saw to it that soil 
bank contracts were available in the corn- 
wheat belt before other regions really 
understood what the law meant or how a 
farmer could go about getting any bene- 
fit from it. 

Here is a shrewd political machina- 
tion which the most shrewd of the old 
bosses could understand and applaud. As 
a matter of coldly practical politics, it is 
superb. As an example of the “clean as 
a hound’s tooth” crusade, it is deplorable. 

It has the great advantage of costing 
the party nothing. 

The people pay for it. 

If a campaign fund paid for by the 
people can pour money in there from now 
through November, as will be done, the 
GOP may win its victory in those doubt- 
ful Midwestern farm states. 

It may be smooth politics, but there’s 
nothing of the “hound’s tooth” about it.

Shadburn Cites Reasons 
To Speed Expressway 


At the conference on the Atlanta ex- 
pressway system last week, State High- 
way Engineer M. L. Shadburn gave some 
highly significant reasons why construc- 
tion must proceed at all possible speed. 

In 1946, when the project was still in 
the planning stage, it was estimated that 
volume of traffic by 1970 on the north 
leg between 10th street and Brookwood 
interchange would be 42,200 vehicles per 
day. In February of this year, the volume 
was 46,700 per day. 

On the northeastern leg between 
Peachtree and Piedmont road, it was es- 
timated that traffic volume by 1970 
would be 21,460. Instead, it had jumped 
to 32,300 by February, 1956. 

Quoting Mr. Shadburn: “One must 
wonder what would now be the situa- 
tion here were there no completed sec- 
tions of these new arteries, opening up 
some of the old bottleneck areas! It 
would seem pertinent that thts question 
be raised also: How soon and in what 
way are we going to make plans for 
taking care of the expressway overloads 
that already are beginning to loom 
large?” 

The situation calls for a maximum 
effort on expressway completion. It also 
calls for improvements in existing streets 
and for plans to handle added traffic 
upon them. It means better mass transit 
to encourage more people to leave their 
cars at home. 

Above all, coordinated planning of 
all governments and agencies concerned 
must be stepped up. Atlanta will have a 
million people within 15 years. The num- 
ber of vehicles will continue to increase, 
and if the past is any guide, at a more 
rapid clip than has been anticipated. 
There’s no time for useless delays and 
haggling.

Benson Soil Bank Gets a Pat on the Back 
From Republican Candidate 


Atlanta—There is one point re- 
garding the present cotton pro- 
gram that needs to be clarified. 

Dwight W. Meyer of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture came from 
Washington to testify at the re- 
cent Atlanta hearing of the cotton 
subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Agriculture. He twice 
called to the committee’s attention 
the fact that he was there to zive 
information on the soil bank but 
the committee failed to call him 
as a witness. 


Meyer would have testified that 
cotton has not yet had a fair trial 
under the soil bank plan for the 
reason that cotton is an early crup 
and the bill was not passed until 
May of this year, after the plant- 
ing season. The delay was hardly 
the sole responsibility of the ad- 
ministration. 

Meyer would have stated fur- 
ther that the soil bank program 
in 1957 should cause a big reduc- 
tion in the cotton crop produced 
for that year. The maximum 
available for cotton next year is 
300 million dollars, which equals 
the amount available for corn. 
This retirement of acreage cou- 
pled with the current cotton ex- 
port program should bring a big 
reduction in our huge cotton sur- 
piuses. Thus, these two programs 
attack the basic problem in cotton. 

The soil bank program and the 
cotton export program are both 
new. As they are tested in actual 
operation, many adjustments and 
changes will undoubtedly need to 
be made. 

It it well, therefore, that hear- 
ing are held, such as in Atlanta 
recently, but it is unfortunate that 
the time of the committee mem- 
bers in Atlanta was too limited to 
permit them to get a more com- 
plete picture of the problem.

A polydiagnostic survey has been developed by a psychologist and 
a psychometrist ‘to find out why one lady is a Democrat and another

WASHINGTON—The significant fact about his 
opening campaign address to the nation is that the | 
President projected himself and his case for a | 
second term in a way that recaptured much of the mood and spirit 


which brought abaut his election four years ago. 


No single speech is 


going to win this election nor by itself redress the headway the Demo- 


crats have been making. 

But it seems to me that in his 
nationwide TV appearance, Ejisen- 
hower showed himself anew a for- 
midable political campaigner and 
in effect warned Adlai Stevenson 
that he will have to be less nega- 
tive and more constructive if Ste- 
venson is going to stand up against 
the man in the White House. 

The Republican and Democratic 
renominees are evidently agreed 
on one proposition: That the cen- 
tral, controlling issue in 1956 is the 
strengthening of the peace, 

At his press conference in Wash- 
ington this week, Stevenson said 
that the nation’s overriding con- 
cern was over “peace and war,” 
and in his own initial speech as a 
candidate Eisenhower made it 
clear that peace “‘in all its mean- 
ings’”—and the securing of a bet- 
ter peace—would be the dominant 
chord af his whole appeal for four 
more years in office. 

The President's speech struck 
me as being authentic Eisenhow- 
er and lifted the atmosphere and 
the level of the campaign to a 
more useful debate. 

I* did not assume and it did not 
assert that everything is going 
well for the free world—as it isn’t. 

It was a call to maintain nation- 
al alertness, resourcefulness and 
stamina and its great value is that

it helps to build a public opinion 
which will enable whichever party 
wins to get on with the job. 

There has been a good deal of 
talk already in this campaign that 
“‘we are losing the cold war’ and 
particularly that American pres 
tige is at a new low around the 
world.

The letter is said to have ‘“‘re- 
assessed’’ the role of the Yugo- 
slav league of Communists led 
by President Josip Btoz (Tito). 
According to these reports, it 
states that the Yugoslav party 
is leftist but not truly Marxist- 
Leninist, the new measure of 
Communist orthodoxy.

discussed the Yugoslav question. 
In the majority was a faction 
headed by Vyacheslav M. Molo- 
tov, a first deputy premier and 
former foreign minister, and Nik- 
hail A. Suslov, who has been the 
member of the politburo in 
charge of East European affairs. 
Molotov and Suslov are said to 
have argued that the Yugoslav 
Communists represented social 


democratic rather than Leninist 


tendencies. 


Khrushchev and Bulganin led a 
delegation in Belgrade in June 
1955 to make the Soviet Union’s 


pelled him from the cominform 
in 1948 and for having conducted 


struggle to overthrow him. 


It is no secret among East 
European Communists that the 
ardor between the parties of the 
two countries rekindled by this 
visit and by Tito’s return trip to 
Moscow has colled. Khrushchev’s 
present talks with Tito in Yugo- 
slavia, the reports state, concern 
the difficulties that have arisen 
since the rapprochement. 


Even before Khrushchev’s latest 
trip to Yugoslavia, sources here 
were specifying some of the dif- 
ferences said to have arisen be- 
tween Moscow and Belgrade. 


The Yugoslavs, it was said, 
were being blamed for trying to 
disrupt relations between the 
Soviet Union and other Com- 
munist countries in the Soviet 
sphere. The Russians also were 
said to have been displeased by 
the sentencing to prison of Yugo- 
slavs who took the Comiform side 
in 1948, fled to the Soviet Union 
and only recently returned to 
Yugoslavia, 

Reports from Belgrade have 
also told) of Yugoslav concern 
over the Soviet failure to imple- 
ment an’ agreement for the re- 
turn of all Yugoslavs held in the 
Soviet Union after the 1948 break. 
Molotov has been the key 
figure in the renewed dispute 
among Soviet leaders over Yugo- 
Slavia, it is reported here. He 
was one of the main architects 
of the campaign against Yugo- 
Slavia between 1948 and 1955. Ac- 
cording to Polish sources, he had 
never agreed with the Khrush- 
chev-Bulganin line that approved 
Tito’s right to develop his own 
road to socialism.

LA PAZ, Bolivia, Sept. 23 (P— 
President Hernan Siles 
clamped a ‘“‘state of siege’’ on 
Bolivia today to quell hunger riots 
in which at least three persons 
were killed, scores injured and 
about 100 arrested. 

Rioters armed with rifles ran 
wild in La Paz Saturday night 
protesting the food shortages 
which have been plaguing the 
city. 

LEADER’S HOME SACKED 

The rioters set fire to the plant 
and the Illimani radio station be- 
fore police and armed factory 
workers loyal to the governing 
MNR party massed to stop them. 

MNR counter - rioters sacked 
the home of Oscar Unzaga de la 
Vega, leader of the opposition 
Socialist Falange Party, and the 
Falange headquarters in central 
La Paz, destroying furniture and 
records in both places. 

The government announced that 
three policemen were killed and 
four wounded by the rioters. 
About 50 members of the rival 
mobs were seriously injured, and 
dozens more were bruised or cut 
in the melee. 

SPORADIC GUNFIRE 

The fire in La Nacion’s build- 
ing burned until 3 a.m., destroy- 
ing the newspaper’s office and 
damaging the offices of the U.S. 
aid organization CARE on the top 
floor of the building.

From the street, residences 
appear to be built solidly to- 
gether. But each is a separate 
house with space between to al- 
low any one to be torn down 
without harming its neighbors. 


Atlanta artists, writers, mu- 
sicians and youngsters with 
their eyes on such careers com- 
prise most of today’s Baltimore 
Block tenants. 

When they were first built 
by the old Baltimore Land Co., 
the unusual structures attract- 
ed many of Atlanta’s leading 
families fleeing commercial en- 


around Capitol Square. Balti- 
more Place once boasted one of 
Atlanta’s few cobblestone 
streets, and no Sunday after- 
noon drive was complete until 
it went by the fashionable area. 
(Such outings usually ended 
out in the country at Tenth 
street. The road beyond was 
too rough on carriages.) 
Inevitable coming of com- 
mercial establishments to the 
Baltimore Place area drove 
many original residents fur- 
ther northward. Many of the 
houses deteriorated with the 
passage of time. Asa Candler 
in later years once attempted 
to buy the entire block for a 
medical center. Refusal of one 
man to sell doomed the proj- 
ect. 


The area reached its lowest 
ebb during depression years, 
with many of the houses stand- 
ing ‘empty. In recent times, 
however, the fortunes of his- 
toric Baltimore Block have 
taken a decided turn.

There were another 68 Eisenhow- 
er voters and eight Stevenson 
voters of four years ago who clas- 
sified themselves as ‘‘undecided’’ 
this year.

In 99 Years 


YOUNG HARRIS—They buried Mrs. Ivy Lee Hughes, 84 
years old, in the mountains the other day—and one of the mourn- 
ers at the funeral was her mother. 


I went to see Mrs. Andrew Thomas where she was living at 
the home of her son, Paul Thomas, and she put down the dress 
she was making and came into the living room to talk to me. 


*“‘Yes, Ivy was the oldest one of my children,” she said 
sadly. “‘It hurt us all mighty bad to lose her. I’m 99. You can 
count it up if you want to—born in 1857. I was married when | 
was 14, but I’m here to tell you I didn’t allow none of my girls 
to marry before they was 20—that is, none but one. She run off. 
I knowed what it was like—marrying young and working hard to 
raise a big family of children when you was nothing more than 1 
young ’un yourself. Yes, sir. I put my foot down. Twenty’s 
plenty young to get married.” — 


Mrs. Thomas, tall and erect with her white hair covered by a 
little black cap and her dress covered by an apron, is as alert 
of mind as she was in her youth—and almost as strong of body. 

“I can’t do the heavy wore I could,” she said. “But I keep 
busy.” 


Mrs. Thomas was one of five sisters. Their father was killed 
in the Civil War and their mother married again and brought 
them from North Carolina to Young Harris. 


“T cain’t recollect how my father looked. I was five when he 
was killed. But I recollect the hard times we had. We made it the 
best we could but it was always hard.”’ 


After she was married things were little easier, Mrs. Thomas 
said. She and her husband, who was 17 or 18 himself, had no land 
or home of their own and they made a living working in other 
folks’ fields. The babies started arriving right away. 


“TI just raised seven,’’ she said. ‘‘Some of them died when 


they was babies.”’ 


Mr. Thomas died when his wife was but 37, leaving her with 
the seven children ranging in age from 13 months to 17 years. 
She went to work in the Young Harris College laundry to support 
them and worked there for 14 years, until her sons were old 
enough to earn a living and insisted that she stop. 

“I never was stout,”’ she said, ‘“‘but there’s not a bit of use 
in complaining. We had happy times. I wouldn’t want to live 99 
years more. But I reckon you might say I've enjoyed most of the 
last 99. It’s sad when you lose your children. Ivy (Her full name 
was Violy Ivy Lee, but we just called her Ivy Lee. A preacher's 
wife put that Violy to it and we never used it.) she meant a lot to 
all of us and it’s hard she had to go.”’ 


Her children and grandchildren are now so scattered Mrs. 
Thomas makes no attempt to keep up with them all. Many of 
them come to see her regularly, but she has lost touch with 
many more. 

“You could get somebody to count up my grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren, I reckon,”’ she suggested. ‘‘I must have two 
or three hundred by now, scattered over every county in Georgia 
and most of the states.”
